Whereas, The mode of assessment adopted at the Conference 
of 1884, making salaries the sole basis in the distribution of the 
as essments ordered by the Conference among the several 
districts, has met with serious objections, and whereas, it is evident, 
a combination of the two ’factors, number of members and amount 
of salary , promises to be more equitable ; therefore 

Resolved , That the action of this body concerning assessments 
had in 1884, be rescinded. And that the Joint Board of 
Finance be instructed to apportion said assessments among the 
several districts, on the basis of the aggregate assessments for 
salaries and the aggregate numbers in membership within said 
districts, during the year immediately preceding the session at 
which the assessments upon the districts are made, according to 
the following 
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Rule. 

Assess on the basis of salaries, and then assess on the basis of 
numbers, add both assessments together, then divide by two, and 
let the quotient be the proper assessment for the District. 

Resolved 2nd, That we advise the several Boards of District 
fete wards (if they have no better plan of distribution) to adopt 
ns, believing they may sometimes discriminate in an extreme 
case as their best judgment may dictate.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The duty of the Church to educate is read in the Divine Charter under 
which she works. While ignorance in its common acceptation is no bar 
to the exercise of saving faith, it greatly hinders the effectiveness of the 
believer as an aggressive force against evil, and lays him open to the 
assaults of the evil one, who comes so often clothed “f s an angel of light ” 
Knowledge is no substitute for piety; but piety without knowledge is as a 
man without hands. “ Knowledge is power,” but knowledge unsanctified 
is power for evil. Had the Church been true to her duty, the work of 
instruction might still have been hers; but learning born at churchly altars 
has been too often driven to other sources for support. The State has 
n .°t; failed to recognize the worth of education. Ignorance is a menace to 
civil institutions, and the State wisely desires to make education general. 
She has taken hold of this great power. From the very nature of the 
case her instruction must be secular. She fears the interference of Church 
with the affairs of State ; and the Church is as iealous of the State's 
interference w T ith matters^ of religion. So far, then, from discharging the 
Cnurch from her obligations in this direction, this only emphasizes her 
dutj , and calls for more pronounced and vigorous effort. The competition 
of State education must drive from the field the unendowed Church col- 
leges, and turn over to alien hands the training of the youth of that Church 
which fails to provide proper educational facilities for those committed to 
her charge. This is the issue now presented fairly to the Methodists of the 
State. W e must meet it or retire defeated from the field. 

Wolford College. 

Your Board take pleasure in recommending the work of this Institution, 
lhe standard of scholarship puts the College abreast with the best institu- 
tions of the land. The character of the w T ork done at Wofford may be best 
judged by the positions filled by the graduates of the College. To these 
we point with gratitude. Not only their positions as men of letters, but 
their character as Christian men, commends the work done at Wofford as 
being all that we could desire. The impress of the Christian training 
received here abides and speaks more eloquently than words the value of 
such an institution. » 

rri^ U /t Wofford is in need in need of st udents and in need of endowment. 
I he College has not received that patronage from our people that they were 
able to give, and that the Church has a right to expect. If w r e are to trust 
the statistics of other institutions, as many, and perhaps more, Methodist 
boys attend them as attend Wofford. After years of effort an endowment 
of forty-seven thousand dollars has been secured. The income fro m this, 
the tuition fees and the annual collection for education constitute the 
income of the College. 

^ our Board feel that our people should know the real condition of the 
®o°iS£ e - inco ™ e from the endowment fund is, in round numbers, 

od,000. Of the students now T in attendance onlv thirty-seven pay tuition 
in cash— seven giving their notes, and the rest being beneficiaries. The 
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income from this source is $2,200 per annum. The collection on the educa- 
tional assessment this year amounted to $2,550. This gives about 78 per 
cent, on estimated salaries. (It may be well to state that the estimated 
salary of each Professor is $1,500.) From this showing it is not difficult to 
see that the College cannot hope long to hold the men who fill her chairs 
nor replace them should they leave. 

Your Board went in a body through the College building and found it 
sadly in need of repair. Nothing of consequence has been done to it since 
its erection thirty-four years ago. The roof is rotten, and the valuable libra- 
ries ot the College and the literary societies are suffering dreadfully from 
the leaks. The fioors on the lower story are giving way, the railing to the 
stairways is falling down, and the outside steps are, in some instances, 
entirely gone. The guttering has fallen down, and the walls are suffering 
fioni the water, and unless speedily fixed the walls must give way. The 
recitation rooms are poorly furnished, and the laboratory of the Natural 
Science Department is in much need of apparatus. The wonder is that the 
Professors have accomplished wliat they have with the poor facilities at 
their command. 

The Professors’ houses are also needing repairs. These could be kept up 
by the occupants were they paid the salaries promised them; but most of 
them have to take boarders, or in some other way piece out their scantv 
incomes. J 

In view of these facts your Board offer the following resolutions : 

1 Resolved , That seven thousand five hundred dollars be raised by the 
1st of June next for the repairs of the College and the Professors’ houses. 

2. Resolved , That the I inancial Secretary be authorized to raise fifteen 
thousand dollars per annum for five years, the educational assessment on 
the Conference to be gradually diminished as these amounts are raised; 
and when the whole amount is in hand the assessment is to be entirely 
removed. , J 

3 ‘ fi e<tolved , That an assessment of four thousand dollars be laid upon 
the Conference for the support of the College the coming year. 

Columbia Female College. 

Phis institution of the Church has closed a year of unusual prosperity. 
It has 14 officers and teachers, 77 boarding pupils, and 37 day schol- 
ars. It uses the latest and most approved text books ; has a corps of ac- 
complished and earnest teachers, a well conducted domestic department, 
and completely furnished chapel, recitation rooms arid dormitories. It does 
such high and thorough work in its literary, scientific, music and art 
departments, and in training the manners and morals of its pupils, that 
there is no necessity for parents to send their daughters to educational in- 
stitutions beyond the limits of the State It is more than self supporting: 
it pays all current expenses promptly; keeps its property well insured and 
in good condition; meets punctually the interest on the bonded debt; is 
gradually reducing the principal; and is constantly making valuable addi- 
tions to its furniture and apparatus. The College is doing a noble work, 
and unquestionably deserves the attention and patronage of the members 
of the Methodist Church and the people of the State. 

The present demands and the encouraging prospects of the College ren- 
der an extensive addition to the building absolutely necessary. This addi- 
tion, to be in harmony with the present elegant structure, will cost at least 
$15,000. If means can be obtained to finish it, it will treble the capacity of 
the chapel, give two large halls for the literary societies, a library, a mu- 
seum, a gymnasium, an infirmary, with additional music rooms and dor- 
mitories The pupils and friends of the College are now making an effort 
to raise an “Extension fund” with this object, in view. Will not the 
friends of the higher Christian education of women aid in this important 
enterprise? The Church and State can engage in no nobler work than the 
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proper training of those who are to be wives and mothers in the succeeding 
generation. 

The Columbia Female College is most heartily recommended to the mem- 
bers of our Church and the people of our State. 

Paine Institute. 

This Institution is in a healthy condition, and is accomplishing well 
the special work to which it is devoted. The administration of President 
Walker is worthy of high commendation, and his untiring zeal challenges 
the hearty sympathy of his brethren.

Avowedly _a temperance institution, and preaching a Gospel of temperance 
and prohibition to the w r orld, she needs only to be true to her principles 
and vows and soon the last bar-room will be closed and the last drunkard 
reformed. Our Church gives no uncertain sound upon this momentous 
subject. In her general rules she absolutely prohibits “evil of everv kind ” 
and forbids the use of spirituous liquors as a beverage.

The missionary cause is receiving especial attention. Let us remember 
the requirement in the Discipline, that every Sunday-school be also a mis- 
sionary society. A hopeful sign is found in the fact that seventy per cent, 
of our schools report that the Bible is read by the young. 

In order to arrive at a correct knowledge of our work and be able to re- 
port intelligently concerning it, the Board has determined to print cards 
with certain questions upon them, to be answered by each preacher in 
charge. These will be sent out in October, to be returned with desired in- 
formation in time for making up the Report for the annual Conference. 

We feel gratified at the efforts made by our Publishing House to furnish 
the Church with Sunday-school literature of excellent worth, and look with 
pleasure for the coming Catechism, so greatly needed. 

We would again call attention to the action of the Conference requiring a 
Sunday-school Conference to be held in each county of the State. Wherever 
it has been done good has resulted. We urge its observance by our brethren 
in each county, if the preacher at the county seat will not move in the 
matter, let some earnest worker take it in hand.

The Publishing Committee of the Southern Christian Advocate take 
pleasure in reporting that our paper has had a prosperous year. The pub- 
lisher, Mr. Charles A. Calvo, Jr., has not only filled his contract, but has 
done morethan lie agreed to do. The Editor, Rev. W. I). Kirkland, has 
sustained the high quality of his former work, and lias succeeded in 
retaining his best contributors and in adding others of like excellence. 
Editorials have been on living issues and subjects, and have been able, 
vigorous and effective. Contributions have ordinarily been unusually 
good. The Sunday-school articles of Dr. J. H. Carlisle have far surpassed 
the better class of work in that line. The literary department has been a 
pleasant surprise, and ranks with the very best papers in the land. The 
other departments of The Advocate are also well conducted. 

The result is that The Advocate is one of the very best religious papers 
in our country, and wins its way wherever it is presented with any energy 
by its agents.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

^he Board of Missions of the South Carolina Conference Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, met in the Sunday-school room of the Methodist 

^9 ^887 » n b 7' j?. outl ‘ Carolina, at 9:50 o’clock A. M., November 
-9, 1887, Rev. W. D. Kirkland, President, in the Chair. The devotional 
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exercises were conducted by the President, The interests of the different 
mission fields under the care of the Board were considered. A number of 
weak charges have been assisted by the Board, and thus more efficiently 
manned than would have been possible otherwise. 

The following reports from the Missions proper were received : 

Cumberland Mission, Charleston, reports 278 members ; 40 have united 
with the Church the present year, but the net increase is but 4 ; 38 infants 
and 3 adults have been baptized. There are two Sunday-schools, 35 officers 
and teachers, and 391 scholars. One church building, valued at $3,500. 
Collected for Ministerial support, $629 ; for Foreign Missions, $35 ; Domes- 
tic, $21 ; Church Extension, $11 ; Education, $10; Bishops’ Fund, $2; Con- 
ference Collection, $25 ; Minutes, $2.15 ; expended on Church and Par- 
sonage, $632; for Sunday-schools, $151.15; $20 contributed by the Sunday- 
school for Missions. The report was highly gratifying, and the Mission 
was continued. 

Columbia City Mission reported by'the Presiding Elder. The Pastor, 
the venerable L. M. Little, has been disabled a good part of the year; there 
has been no material improvement. About $200 have been raised for Min- 
isterial support. The Mission is necessary to our wants in Columbia, and 
it was continued. 

Reevesville Mission makes the following showing : 76 members, three 
Sunday-schools, 13 officers and teachers, and 75 pupils; three Churches, 
valued at $1,100; collected for Ministerial support, $30; for Conference Col- 
lections, $18.65; Sunday-schools, $9; building and repairs, $103. The Mis- 
sion was discontinued.

Parksville Mission was reported by the Pastor, as follows : 116 members, 
15 of whom were received the present year; 3 infants and 2 adults bap- 
tized; 4 Sunday-schools, 20 officers and teachers, 104 pupils; 5 church build- 
ings, valued at $3,900; collected for Ministerial support, $231; for Foreign 
Missions, $24.70; Domestic Missions, $17.25; Conference Collections, $22.80; 
for Bishop’s Fund, $2.55; Minutes, $1.25; Education, $8.25; Church Exten- 
sion, $7.70; Sunday-schools, $13.46; Building and Repairs, $216; Miscella- 
neous, $7.35 The misson has done finely this year, and was continued. 

Oconee Mission reported 298 members, a net increase of 20; 9 adults and 
24 infants baptized; 5 Sunday-schools, 22 officers and teachers, 249 pupils; 
4 Churches (one recently built), and two others in process of erection; 
$117 raised for the support of the Ministry; $20 for Conference Collections, 
and $18 for Sunday-schools. The mission was continued under the care 
of the Board. 

Pickens Mission was informally reported by the Presiding Elder, in the 
absence of the Pastor’s report, as doing well. " It was continued. 

Spartanburg City Mission was reported as having 98 members, 10 
received this year; 2 Sunday-schools; $100 paid for Ministerial support, $50 
for Conference Collections, $20 for Sunday-schools, and $111.38 for Church 
improvements— church valued at $1,000. The Presiding Elder reported 
the present outlook as much more encouraging, and the mission was con- 
tinued. 

York Mission was reported as a new field; 7 preaching places, several 
churches in view and good hopes are entertained of their being soon 
secured. The mission was continued. 

Little Pee Dee Mission reported 138 members, net loss of 29; 2 churches, 
3 Sunday-schools, 26 officers and teachers and 123 pupils; paid Pastor and 
Presiding Elder $110, $23 raised for Sunday-schools. The outlook is hope- 
ful. The mission was continued.

MEMOIRS. 



REV. DENNIS J. SIMMONS 



I Was born near Charleston, S. C., March 22d, 1818. At 
the age of 14 he was converted to God and united with the 
Church under Dr. William Capers, April, 1833. A few 
years after he became a Sunday school teacher at old St. 
James, on Charleston Neck. 

For a short while he wrought at the trade of a carpenter, 
but, believing he was called to preach, he gave attention to 
reading and study, and was admitted on trial in the South 
Carolina Conference, February, 1841. 

Of exceedingly staid demeanor, exhibiting but little of * 
the levity of youth, most persons at first would regard his 
countenance as indicative of moroseness. This was but 
outward ; a nearer intimacy soon revealed all the geniality 
of a Christian. 

He was naturally courageous ; physical and moral 
courage equally blended. His convictions of right and duty 
never yielding to compromise, he would have stood in the 
pass of any Thermopylae, whatever the opposition, never 
once thinking of flight. He was zealous ; his zeal, never 
fanatical, was ever tempered with knowledge. Nor was his 
ministry merely professional or perfunctory. “ As much as 
in me is,” was his motto, fully borne out all through life. 
Trained under such leaders as Capers, Andrew and the like, 
he early learned obedience as a son in the Gospel, and, 
freed from all aggressive self-assertion, he never struggled 
for pre-eminence, but received his annual appointments 
unsought and as entirely in the order of Divine Providence. 

He w T as well read in theology, and his preaching was 
frequently in power, often largely emotional. Stirred to 
the depths himself, he could not fail in stirring others 
likewise. 

He was modest, loving and w r ell beloved, the one the 
natural consequence of the other. His memory is as oint- 
ment poured forth both in city and country, and among all 
classes. 

With all these excellences he was but a man ; so, what- 
ever were the faults and frailties of his being, he sought 
and obtained undoubtedly the full cleansing of the blood 
Divine. 

Early in life he was married to Miss Sarah C. Taylor, of 
Georgetown, S. C., who most willingly bears full testimony 
to his excellences. 
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He entered the South Carolina Conference February, 
1841, and forty-five years of membership was passed therein 
— serving three years on a District, nineteen on sta- 
tions, twenty on Circuits, two on missions and one as a 
superannuated preacher, and died at St. George’s, S. C., 
January, 5th, 1887, aged near sixty-nine years. 

The n ature of his disease inducing stupor, he was not 
favored with any seraphic visions of the promised inheri- 
tance, but if “the path of the just shineth more and more 
to the perfect day,” and as Christ is that path, Himself 
declaring “ I am the way,” its radiance was undimmed to 
our departed brother’s spirit. He was, as it were, brought 
into the land of Gilead— balm for healing, spices for 
refreshment — and so quietly passed away as 

“ Dies the wave along the shore.” 

His remains lie in St. George’s cemetery awaiting the 
resurrection unto life. A. M. CHREITZBERG. 



REV. MARCUS A. McK’BBEN. 



Rev. Marcus A. McKibben died January 23d, 1887, at 
Barnwell C. H., in the 83d year of his age. He was born in 
Mecklenburg County, N. C., in 1804, of Scotch parentage. 
His education was such as the common schools of the 
country could furnish. His early training, religiously, 
was Presbyterian. But when he turned his heart toward 
God, the great doctrine of full and free salvation in Christ 
became to him a living reality. He joined the Methodist 
Church as the Church of his choice, and soon began to 
preach the doctrine he loved so well. His mind was both 
analytical and logical. He was a great reasoner. He was 
admitted on trial in the South Carolina Conference held in 
the city of Charleston, February 10th, 1836. For forty-one 
years he was effective ; the last eight years he was given a 
superannuated relation. His sermon on the Eternal Son- 
ship of Jesus Christ, preached before the South Carolina 
Conference at Charlotte, N. C., was a masterly effort and 
highly creditable to .the preacher. He possessed a fine 
originality, and his mind took hold of a subject with power- 
ful grasp. He was truly Wesleyan. He was a plain man — 
cared little for dress or outside show, while he stood among 
his peers, every inch a man. After reading his text he 
spoke with deliberation for a while, then his mind began 
to work like a trip hammer. His countenance would glow 
with heavenly fire, and his very words were burning hot. 
He was a Methodist of finest type. 

Marcus A. McKibben was honored and loved by his 
brethren of the South Carolina Conference. Like a shock 
of corn fully ripe, he is not, for the Great Husbandman has 
taken him into the heavenly garner.

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REV. C. D. ROWELL. 



Cornelius D. Rowell was born in Marion County, S. 
C., and died at Jonesville, S. C., May 1st, 1887, in the fifty- 
seventh year of his age. 

Reared by pious parents, he gave himself to God in his 
eleventh year, and in his eighteenth year he began to preach 
the Gospel. He was married in his nineteenth year, by 
Rev. T. R. Walsh, to Miss M. E. Rowell, of Marion County, 
S. C. In 1852 he graduated in medicine in Philadelphia, 
and practiced and preached as a local preacher until 1874, 
when he was admitted into the South Carolina Conference, 
and continued in the same till the end of life. 

Having lost his devoted wife, he was again married, in 
1887, to Miss Sallie E. Taylor, of Richland County, S. C., 
with whom he lived a few brief days. His second marriage 
was a truly happy one. Patiently, prayerfully, tenderly, 
did his dear wife watch over him in his illness, and faith- 
fully did his physician and many parishioners and friends 
minister to his wants; but “ the time of his departure was 
at hand,” and human ministry, though sweet and loving, 
could not keep him from his crown. 

Dr. Rowell, measured by the best standard, was a grand 
man. He was a good preacher; free from affectation, clear 
in thought, full of unction, he presented the truth to his 
hearers in a lucid, attractive way. He was a holy man. 
Religion beamed in his countenance, guided his conversa- 
tion and directed his life. 

Experience meetings were his especial delight. He 
esteemed it a great privilege to speak of the infinite mercy 
of God, the mightiness of Jesus to save, and the joy in the 
Holy Ghost given unto us. The heaving breast, the quivering 
lip, the tearful eye of this man of God touched the multi- 
tude and gave a wondrous -emphasis to his sermons and his 
songs. He had power with God. Hundreds of souls were 
brought by him to Jesus. On his last Circuit more than 
one hundred w^ere “ born again,” and two hundred were 
added to the Church. 

One, who knew him well and loved him, says : “ For 
years he had lived in the enjoyment of entire sanctification, 
yet he never paraded this profession; always speaking of 
himself modestly, and never drawing a line of demarcation 
between himself and the humblest of his brethren. 

“ Gifted in song and prayer, he utilized these gifts with 
gracious effect in revival services. There was a melting 
pathos in the tones of his voice as he sang the songs of Zion 
and prayed with a faith that grasped the promises and 
would take no denial. In short, I never knew a more guile- 
less, unselfish, kind-hearted man.” 

But the joyous, happy Christian, the faithful pastor, the 
affectionate father, the devoted husband, has gone to his 
blessed reward. The finger of the good God touched him 
and he slept. He shall be satisfied when he awakes with 
His likeness.

Surely a great and good man never dies. His influence, 
like the pebble dropped in the lake, causes a circling wave 
that widens and spreads until lost on the far distant shores. 
As the waving of the hand or the sound of the voice agitates 
the air and produces a ripple that enlarges and expands 
until it strikes the stars, so the life of a good man— his daily 
upright walk, his godly conversation, his holy teachings, 
his self-sacrificing devotion to duty, his abiding, unwaver- 
ing faith in God at all times and in all circumstances — sets 
in motion a train of influences for good that will continue 
expanding and enlarging while the sun and moon endure, 
and which will meet with their consummation only when 
the “end cometh, when He (Christ) shall have delivered 
up the kingdom to God, even the Father,” and all the 
redeemed shall assemble around the Great White Throne. 
Then it will be seen that they who have “ turned many to 
righteousness shall shine as the stars forever and ever.” 
“They who have gone forth bearing precious seed shall 
doubtless come again with rejoicing, bringing their sheaves 
with them.” 

What a rich inheritance has Dr. Shipp left to the Church 
and to the world by his long life of dutiful, uninterrupted 
consecration to the service of God and His Church, as an 
itinerant Methodist preacher, never seeking his own but 
the good of others and the glory of God in the salvation of 
sinners. For two years he served on Circuits, four on Sta- 
tions, one as Presiding Elder, two and a half President of a 
Female College at Greensboro, N. C., nine as Professor of 
History in his Alma Mater, the University of North Caro- 
lina, sixteen years President of Wofford College, South 
Carolina, ten years Professor of Exegetical Theology (three 
Dean of the "Theological Faculty, and three years Vice 
Chancellor) of Vanderbilt University, Nashville, Tenn. 
These latter high offices he resigned in 1885, and retired for 
the remainder of his days to his quiet, beautiful home, Rose 
Hill, near Cheraw, S. C. In all these responsible positions 
he proved himself worthy of the confidence reposed in him, 
acquitting himself everywhere with honor to himself, the 
approval of his brethren, to the glory of God, and the ad- 
vancement of His kingdom. 

How many hundreds from these various institutions of 
learning live to-day to bless the name of Dr. Shipp, and 
how many thousands will rise at the last great day to call 
him blessed; for “ his works do follow ” him. His living 
was indeed a grand life, well worth living, and his end was 
peace. “ Mark the perfect man and behold the upright, for 
the end of that man is peace.” 

In all the relations of life, as citizen, preacher and edu- 
cator, as a son, husband and father, Dr. Shipp was a model 
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well worthy of imitation; as a son, he was kind, affection- 
ately obedient to his widowed mother, ever making her 
heart sing for joy ; as a student, he was diligent, earnest, 
faithful, persevering, successful, standing high in all his 
classes, and was graduated with the first honor in the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina. Nor did he rest there, but, 
regarding his past attainments as a mere preparation for his 
great life work, he still devoted himself assiduously to the 
acquirement of knowledge; and as he was a close student 
all his life, so he was a scholar of high order, “a workman 
that needeth not to be ashamed.” As a man, it may be 
truly said of Dr. Shipp, “ he bore without abuse the grand 
old name of gentleman;” noble in thought, generous in 
deed, pure in life, courtly in bearing, considerate of the 
weak, chivalrous to women. As a Christian, Brother Shipp 
did “seek first the kingdom of God and His righteousness.” 
At the early age of sixteen he gave his heart, with all its 
youthful freshness and vigor, without reserve, to God, and, 
having put his hand to the plough, he never looked back, 
but, turning away from all the worldly promises and allure- 
ments so flatteringly held out to hini, he counted them all 
but loss so he might win Christ and be accepted of Him. 
His Christian life was consistent, holy, blameless; he loved 
his Church, he gloried in the doctrines, the discipline, the 
government, the spirit, the history, the triumphs of Meth- 
odism. As a preacher, Dr. Shipp occupied a place in the 
front rank of theologians; his pulpit efforts were always 
marked with clearness of conception, and were systematic 
in arrangement, powerful in thought, and vigorous in ex- 
pression, always instructive and impressive. 

It was said "of him by a wise Christian man that he al- 
ways went into the pulpit like a man who had an important 
work to do, and who did it in the most earnest manner, and 
when he was through quit, without one word too many or 
one w ord too few. But at a very early period in his minis- 
try his voice gave way, and he was reluctantly forced to give 
up preaching. Just at that time a wise and gracious Provi- 
dence opened to him a path in life next in usefulness and 
honors to the pulpit — the great work of Christian education. 
So to the noble task of training the youth of the country for 
usefulness on earth and eternal life in heaven, he consecrated 
all his energies throughout the most of his beautiful life with 
a success of which thirty-six years of unimpeachable fidelity 
and integrity will attest. As a counsellor, Dr. Shipp was 
wise, conservative, grave, dignified, simple, sincere, and ever 
had the confidence and love of his brethren, several times 
representing them in the General Conference, and once, in 
the absence of a Bishop, he was unanimously elected Presi- 
dent of the South Carolina Conference. In December, 1875, 
he was, by unanimous vote of the South Carolina Confer- 
ence, requested to write the history of Methodism in the 
bounds of the Conference, and, with characteristic devotion 
to the interests of the Church and the will of his brethren, 
he undertook and successfully accomplished that very im- 
portant and valuable work, and presented it to the Confer- 
ence as a labor of love. 
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But his work is done, his warfare ended. Albert M. Shipp 
has entered into rest. 

A few days before his death he called one of his daughters 
to his side, and, after dictating to her a summary of the rules 
and belief which had guided his life, he bade heir write to his 
brethren the following message: “Now the God of peace 
that brought again from the dead our Lord Jesus, that great 
Shepherd of the sheep, through the blood of the everlasting 
covenant, make you perfect in every good work to do His 
will, working in you that which is well pleasing in His 
sight, through Jesus Christ, to whom be glory forever and 
ever.” And then, feeling that his work was done, he added 
for himself : “Come, Lord Jesus, come quickly.” 

Albert Micajah Shipp was born in Stokes County, N. C., 
June 15, 1819 ; was converted and joined the Church at Rock 
Spring camp meeting, August, 1835 ; licensed to preach De- 
cember, 1840 ; admitted into the South Carolina Conference 
February, 1841 ; ordained Deacon by Bishop Andrew, Febru- 
ary, 1843, and Elder by Bishop Soule, December, 1844 In 
December, 1885, at his own request, he was superannuated. 
The year 1886 he devoted to the interests of his farm and to 
setting his house in order. Early in 1887 he was prostrated 
by a severe attack of illness, which defied the skill of his 
kind and attentive physician, Dr. Kollock, of Cheraw. He 
was advised to try change of air and mineral water, and left 
home on the 16th of June. After resting a day or two in 
Charlotte, N. C., he proceeded to Cleveland Springs. Here 
he rapidly grew worse, in spite of the faithful care and nurs- 
ing of his devoted wife, his oldest son, Dr. Joseph Graham, 
Dr. Morrison, of North Carolina, Hon. George Dargan, of 
South Carolina, and other kind and attentive friends, who 
were around him until he passed away on the 27th June. 
On that day his son, J. W. S., writes : “He knew the issue 
was doubtful, and assured us that it had been his chief 
business in life to prepare for death, and that he had made 
every preparation for his departure. Not many minutes 
before he died he tapped me on the arm to secure my atten- 
tion, and said ‘it is all right.’” 

And so our brother “fell on sleep.”

REV. DAVID D. BYARS. 



Rev. David D. Byars was born in Spartanburg District, 
May 10, 1823, and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
at Surratt’s School House, in the Spartanburg Circuit, May 
17, 1844. His conversion to God at this time was of the 
genuine type, and he made a free, a full and unreserved 
consecration of his mind, body and spirit to the Lord Jesus 
Christ. God through Christ accepted the offerings of this 
good man, so full of faith and the Holy Ghost, and called 
him to the great and responsible work of the ministry ; and 
at the session of the Annual Conference held in Camden, 
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S. C , and presided oyer by Bishop J. O. Andrew, December 
19, 1849, he was received on trial as a traveling preacher in 
the South Carolina Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. For twenty-three years, eighteen of which 
he labored on Circuits, and five on missions, he went forth 
from the seashore to the mountains, faithfully and success- 
fully sowing the precious seeds of the kingdom, and water- 
ing them with his own tears and sweat, for truly he might 
be appropriately styled one of the pioneer, weeping prophets, 
of the South Carolina Conference. 

At the close of the twenty-third year of his ministry his 
health had so declined that he was made supernume- 
rary, which relation he sustained for two years. He was 
then granted a superannuated relation, which he sustained 
to the Conference for thirteen years, till the fatal and unex- 
pected stroke of paralysis ended his mortal life, which 
occurred at Central, Pickens County, S. C., September 11th, 
1887, and though death came unexpectedly to him, yet it 
found him at the post of duty with his armor bright. 

Brother Byars was a Christian minister of the highest 
and purest type, one who feared God and eschewed evil ; 
and through thirty-eight years of trial and suffering and 
sacrifice he preserved his life and character pure and blame- 
less, and has left to his bereaved family, and brethren and 
friends a legacy infinitely more valuable than all the gems 
and crowns of earth. 

As a theologian he was clear and sound in doctrine ; as a 
preacher of the Gospel he had no special pulpit hobby, yet 
when a special effort was necessary, and the citadels of 
Satan must be assailed, and thrown down, and precious 
souls liberated and saved, and God honored and glorified, 
his theme was justification by faith and the all-cleansing 
efficacy of the blood of Christ applied by the power of the 
Holy Ghost in regeneration, and the witness of the Divine 
Spirit. 

Brother Byars is dead, but his life work of consecrated 
devotion to God and to fallen humanity still lives, and his 
precious memory is embalmed in the hearts of thousands to 
whom he has so faithfully preached the glad tidings of 
salvation. His mortal body is interred in the cemetery at 
Central, S. C., to await the trump of God, in the morning of 
the resurrection — when the faithful sower, who sowed in 
tears, shall doubtless come again rejoicing, bringing his 
sheaves with him.
